The Gilbert Islanders, -while profca 


bly nearly related to the Hawaiians, 
are not their equal* physically .or men 
tally. Still they are a fine-looking peo 
pie, and among them may be found 
many specimens of manly and womanly 
beauty. There is no difficulty-in noting 
their physical characteristics, as the 
ordinary "clothing" of the men ;s 
a short mat wrapped around the mid- 
dle, of the women a thick fringed belt 
tied about the hips just below .the 
waist. 
Sometimes the females—the 


older one—are" further screened by« 
child carelessly thrown over the bacfe 
or riding astride of one hip, but this is 
only done when the howling yonng 
sters refuse to be left behind when the 
villagers rush to the beach to1 see the 
white strangers.

The young girls 'often coquettishly 


screen'their heads and necks—from the 
sun—with broad Jans simply braided 
ft-om a palm leaf. One article of dress 
they much affect are pretty little mod- 
els of a 
woman's bonnet of ..'the; 


•.•coal-scuttle" pattern. These are not 
worn on the head, where they would 
look ridiculous, being only.big enough 
for a small doll, but are fastened to 
their coal-black, glossy hair, which is 
very abundant, of which they are re ry 
.vain.

This rather scant costume is com- 


pleted by suspending about the neck 
a flat disk cut from a pearly shell, but 
'that this is not strictly an essential part 
of their dress was proven by their tal* 
ing offend giving us several of thcrn- 
t'or tobacco.

beach as we landed was noisy and curi- 
ous, but good-naturedly so.

Crilbert Islanders manage to have a 


good deal of fun. 'Being as much at 
iiome in the water as they are, on what 
land they have, they all—big arid .Ht- 
tVo—go in bathing at all hours of the 
day anil moonlight nights. What they 
cuii'tdo in and under the water isn't 
worth attempting. In the serious busi- 
ness of fishing, too, they are up to 
all .sorts of tricks. -A man will pro- 
vide himself with a lot of water-tight 
coo.nanut shells as floats, and from 
'e'niih he suspends three or four short 
linns, armed with fish hooks made out 
of sharp fish bones, These he takes in 
liis canoe, and, going out a little way, 
baits his hooks and sets the shells float- 
ing about. 
Soon he will see one bob 


and whirl around; and then, slipping 
overboard, he disappears under the 
water for a time. While down IIP goes 
from.float to float, detaching the fiah 
from the hooks, stowing them Jnto ;a 
nut hung around his neck, baits the 
hooks from,a supply h'e carries in his 
mouth, and eventually returns to his 
canoe with, his net crowded full. All 
this he does without taking breath, 
apparently, 


A times they will discover some spot 


in the lagoon where a shark has estab- 
lished himself. They will feed him for 
a clay or two with a mixture of fish and 
poooanut-meat until he is gbrgeil. 
Then, calling the village'out to help in. 
the sport, a thick rope of cocoannt- 
liber is laidalongthe beach, the iiopsed 
end being carried out in a canoe until 
over the sleeping brute.

then slides overboard 
and, quietly 


descending, manages to slip the nbnm; 
over the shark's tail and draw it tight, 
This being done, the signal is 'given; 
and, 
as the crowd of visitors, chanting 


merrily, tramp over the beach with the 
rope, the infuriated but helpless shark 
is dragged backward .onto.the shove, 
and there dispatcTied with clubs. It is 
great fun for the simple-minded' na- 
tives.— San Francisco Bulletin.

in thin slices, then round them, remov- 
ing the crust, to fit patty-pans, toast 
them, butter and put in the pans;

ing point and then allowed to cool very 
slowly, taking several_honrs to do it. 
The commoner the material the more 
care in this respect is reqtiired. '

Blalne'a Letter, ami Still f millng Over 
the Situation—The Democratic Tlee 
President—Blaine In 1884. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


"WAStttNOTOir, Feb. 27. 


HE interest in 
Elaine's letter lias 
by no means died 
out in Washington, 
Hatters ore adjust- 
ing themselves to 
the new condition 
of affairs, and there 
are a half dozen 
presidential candi- 
dates today where 


there was one two weeks ago. 


Senator Sherman has numerous wires at 


work, and his frionds claim lor him delega- 
tions throughout a number of the southern 
states.' They say that his relations with 
Mahone, of Virginia, are those of hand and 
glove, and that he will have Mississippi, 
Tennessee and Alabama. They claim for 
him Ohio solid, nnd Gen. Grosvenor tells me 
that ho will got a number of the western 
states, but not California. 


In the meantime Foraker's name is quietly 


whispered, and there is an evident fear 
among the Sherman men that Foraker may 
pretend to work (or Sherman, while in reality 
ho is working for himself. 
i 


Tho Blaino men ore not at all satisfied to 


have Blaine considered as in'ill health, and 
there is an evident desire among them to 
keep him still in the presidential race. There 
is little doubt .but that he will be some kind 
of a horso at the Republican national con- 
vention, but whether he ia to be a dark one 
or not 13 undecided. Qjie idea advanced is 
that ho may possibly continue his travels and 
tuko a trip around the world, arriving in 
San Francisco just about the time of the 
national convention, and carry out the same 
scheme which was mapped out by the Grant 
men for Grant some years ago. Blaine's 
magnetism would make tho Pacific coast go 
wild with enthusiasm, and his return to the 
United States -would bo a signal for a popular 
outburst, whether ho is a candidate or not. 


Allison, as usual, looks wise and says noth- 


ing. 
Ho is playing tho part of tho tar baby 


in Uncle Rernus, but, like that baby, he will 
stick to whatever he gets, and his future is 
nnsolvaulo. 


Ctillom, of Illinois, maintains a discreet 


conservatism. He says he is not a candidate, 
aud lias no desire for tho nomination, but 
i don't think, when the convention comes, 
that you will find him standing in the rain in 
nn open Hold for fear that tho presidential 
lightning might strike him if he got under 
tli" trtiu that supports the wigwam. 


Qreshnm, Bon Harrison nnd Hawley are all 


quietly talked of, and Hawloy nnd Sheridan 
are, to a certain extent, opposition candi- 
dates. Tho necessity of carrying New York 
linn brought Frank Hlscock, Chauncey M. 
D«pow and Senator Evarts into public notice, 
ami i t Blaino writes another letter saying that 
ho will not bo a candidate under any circum- 
stances, there will be a lively time at the Chi- 
lapro convention. 


Tuoro is some slight opposition to the presi- 


dent manifested among the Democrats, but 
tho general opinion ia that he will be renomi- 
natod, and that tho party will bo harmonious 
in liia support. His various trips over the 
country aro helping him with the people, and 
uo has grown very much in the Democratic 
ciyo since ho tool: his seat in the White House. 
Mrs. Cleveland has made ten thousand friends 
for him hero ut Washington, and her smiles 
will add to bis vote. I don't think she smiles 
from politic motives, but tho fact that the 
president has such a queenly wife, and the 
Wliito House such a generous hostess, cannot 
but add to his strength. 


Sneaking of entertaining, heretofore tbe 


year just preceding H presidential contest 
hits suon great extravagance in wining and 
dining by the friends of tho candidates. This 
year the majority of tho entertainments of 
tho season have been on tho Democratic side. 
Tho Republicans, as a rulo, have not given 
riH'options, and Mrs. Logan's open house has 
been much missed. Senator Sherman gave 
u reception every Monday night of the season 
wiiilo ho v/as acting vice president, but this 
year Mrs. Sherman bus given no parties 
whatever, Senator Ingalls, who is looked on 
by many as a presidential possibility, save 
Hint liia"hot tongue lias searocl too many of 
l,ia friends, has not entertained, though Mrs. 
liignlls has had larg-> calling receptions every 
Moudny, and as for tho representatives, none 
of tlio Republican members have kept open 
houses. Mrs. Whitney's entertainments have 
IjCL'ii tho loading ones on the Democratic 
sido, but all the cabinet ministers, with the 
exception of Secretary Vilas, whose wife has 
boon ill, and Attorney General Garland, who 
docs not wear a dress suit and never receives, 
have had large receptions. Mrs. Don M. 
Dickinson has niado herself very popular In 
Washington society, and her husband, who 
litis been nicknamed tlie Chesterfield of the 
cabinet, has inndo many friends for Cleve- 
land by Ills suavity. 
ilrs. Whitney's receptions have been es- 


pecially elegant, and, I think, of a higher 
tone thuii they wore at the beginning of the 
presidential tonn. She has invited but a few 
hundreds ut a tiino, and hoi1 parlors have 
never been crowded. Slio has spent a great 
deal in entertaining, and slio has added many 
friends to tlio number which she has always 
had. 


Secretary Whitney is looking remarkably 


well, and there is no foundation for the 
charge that ho is an aspirant to the presi- 
dency. While lie may not bb perfectly in 
accord with the president in all his measures, 
he is in sympathy with tho administration 
and Is doing all bo can to help it. 


Just hero I wnut to mention a little inci- 


dent that occurred in a cabinet minister's 
oflleo last week. Tho cabinet minister came 
from tiro northwest, and ho has been with 
Cleveland smco tho beginning, His visitor 
was an ex-congressman from Indiana, and 
tho visitor said: "Mr. Secretary of the In- 
terior, I hope that when I call to see you 
again a year from today I shall find you 
oloctod vico president of tlio United States. 


"You had better," responded this cabinet 


officer, "look for your vice president near 
home, for it seems to me that the vico presi- 
dential candidate would naturally come from 
your state, or tho ono adjoining it, and his 
name may possibly bo Dan Voorhees, of In- 
diana." 


Whether this utterance is significant or not, 


I leavo the reader to judge. It may have 
beeii facetious, or touched with "taffy," as 
tho es-momber spoken to was a great friend 
of Voorbees, or it may be an inkling of what 
might possibly come from the White House 
itself. 
As to Blaino not being a candidate, I had a 


chat with ono of the leading senators lost 
night, who reported to me some talks which 
he had with Elaine at tho time of the conven- 
tion of 1880, and before that of 1884. This 
senator was standing with Blaine in the rear 
of tho senate chamber on tho day when the 
telegram was received announcing the nomi- 
nation of Garftold, and Blaine then said: 


'Well, the ticket satisfies me, for I certainly 


did not want the nomination of Grant.* 
"Just before the convention o* 1884," said 
this senator, "I was talking with Blaine, and 
I asked him if he would push his claims be- 
fore the convention. He told me that he 
was engaged in litsrary work, and that he 
did not care to make the'race. Blaine is a 
man very human in his sympathies. He is a 
good lover, and he is a splendid hater. He 
sticks to his friends, and he likes to drive the 
knife into his enemies, and I believe that it 
is the great humanity of his nature that so 
largely appeals to his friends. Heisaman 
of merit," concluded this senator, who is a 
good Republican, "and he is a great man."

He plays tunes 
on bells as musicians do on pianos, and ho 
has invented a patent bell, which takes about 
half the usual amount of metal, and which 
can be gotten up at about one-half the cost of 
other bells of its kind, and which has, be 
says, the sweetest tone of any bell he lias ever 
heard. It is not made in the ordinary shape, 
but is, I should judge, more after the shape 
of the sheep bell, and he says it is made on 
tbe lines of a sound wave. 


This man, Professor Wudows, learned his 


chime ringing in a cathedral in England. 
He' worked beside Steinway when the latter 
was still a journeyman piano maker, and be 
sold Steinway's first piano for him for 8400. 
He acted as Patti's manager when, a IS-year- 
old girl, she went over the country singing 
to concerts with Olo Bull, and the professor 
says she was n little devil at times during the 
tour. She would not sing when she did not 
want to, and they almost had to drag her on 
the stage when she was out of humor. Then 
he and Patti were probably somewhere near 
a par us to the amount of money they made. 
Now Patti gets her $a,000 a night. Tho 
Stsinways aro among, the richest piano mak- 
ers in the world; but the littlegray whiskered 
and gray haired professor works along froin 
9 o'clock till 4 for a few dollars a week; but I 
doubt not that he is as happy as either of the 
others.
